President Machel eaid it was precisely the problems of internal security 
confronting the two countries that hed prompted the meeting between the 
two leaders.

tion of bilateral trade agreements signed between the two countries when 
President Machel visited Zimbabwe in August. 


Mr Mugabe aleo dieclosed that the discussions held in the Quelimeane branch 
of the Bank of Moeambique, hed covered the recent visite of President 
Machel to Romania, Sulgaria and the German Democratic Republic, and hie 
own vieit to Korea and China early lest week.

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ZAMBIANS SEEK CONSUMER GOODS IN ZIMBABWE

/Text/ Lugaka--Hundreds of Zambians fly each week to Salisbury bringing 
back with them shoes, clothing, chocolate, soap, liquor and other goods 
unobtainable or more expensive in Zambia. 


Most of these travellers are businesemen and government officials. For 
the ordinary Zambian the open border with Zimbabwe has done little but 

to make him aware of his own poverty and the apparent abundance which lies 
across the Zambezi. 


President Kaunda warned his countrymen not to expect luxury goods or 
instant prosperity when the ban on trade with Zimbabwe was lifted. He 
cautioned that only hard work and development would bring prosperity. 


Now, six months after Zimbabwean independence, Zambians are still queveing 
for goods along Cairo Road in Lusaka and in the markets all along the 
railway line from the Zimbabwe border. 


Most recently it was for soap powder. But three weeks ago it was margarine 
and salt and since April there have been shortages of cooking oil, sugar, 
flour and pepper. 


"Before (Zambian) independence we had everything except a black government, 
today all we have is a black government," a Zambian said in a letter to the 
Times of Zambia recently. 


If anything, the frustration expressed in that letter has intensified. 
The author claimed then that a pair of woman's shoes he found in Salisbury 
for $22 sold in Kitwe for the equivalent of $35,28. 


While a trade agreement between Zambia and Zimbabwe has been drawn up, it 
has not yet been signed, and when it comes it is expected to provide for 
primary products and durable goods with little, if any, attention to con- 
sumer goods.

At Zambia's annual trade and agricultural shows there were 23 Zimbabwean 
exhibitors, but the Government has been reluctant to release foreign 


exchange in any quantities except for $5 million to buy 250 railway wagons 
from Zimbabwean manufacturers, 


Shortly after trade relations resumed between the two countries a consign- 
ment of cheese appeared in the markets from Zimbabwe and one shipment of 
25 000 pockets of onions arrived. Since then no licences for vegetable 
imports have been granted, 


Some cattle breeding stock has been brought into Zambia, some tractors and 
farm equipment and a few pote and pans have been imported, but maize imports 


continue to come from the United States or South Africa since Zimbabwe, too, 
has a shortage. 


Most Zimbabwean exports to Zambia have been of agricultural, mining and 
hardware supplies, Until the Zambian Government finds that its own induc- 
tries that compete with Zimbabwean manufacturers are strong enough to stand 
on their own, the required financing of trade in consumer goods is not 
likely to materialise.

[Text] The new Soviet ambassador, Lev Viadislavovich Krylov, presented his creden- 
tials to the president of the republic, Comrade Aristides Pereira, on 9 September 
by which the USSR Presidium of the Supreme Soviet accredite him as ambassador ex- 
traordinary and plenipotentiary of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics in the 
Republic of Cape Verde.

Taking into account that one of the many common aspirations of the two countries-- 
Cape Verde and the USSR--is the struggle for the preservation of world peace in 
the interests of all people, VOZ DI POVO asked Ambassador Krylov during an inter- 
view for a short explanation of Soviet views on the disarmament talks. He replied: 
"The first law of the Soviet state, adopted in 1917, was the Peace Decree." He 
added: "In every international forum, the Soviet Union has always introduced 
proposals of certain principles which have become famous and known as the Leninist 
Principle of Peaceful Coexistence in tribute to the founder of the Soviet state.”

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REFUGEES RETURNING TO CAPITAL DESPITE CONTINUING COMBAT 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 23 Sep 80 p 12 
[Article: "Refugees Are Returning to Ndjamena") 


[Text] Ndjamena--Despite the continuing combat in Ndjamena life is resuming its 
normal course in the Chadian capital where many inhabitants have returned after 
taking refuge in Cameroon, on the other side of the Chari River, at the beginning 
of the conflict during the month of March. 


In this civil war where the partisans of the president of GUNT (Transitional 
National Union Government) are opposed to Hissein Habre's Armed Forces of the North 
[FAN] the events have not ceased to astonish observers. 


Ndjamena, cut in two, comes back to life while the canons and automatic arms 
resound; this is one of the paradoxical effects of this war between Chadian "brother 
enemies,'’ Hissein Habre and Goukouni Oueddei, former comrades when the southerners 
directed the country. Stabilization of the "Front" 6 months ago enabled many of 

the Ndjamena's inhabitants to return to their capital. 


The population, which has come back to Ndjamena, estimated to number about 100,000 
people, lives solely in the FAN zone, where Hissein Habre's troops control all 

the African quarters, as well as one European quarter along the Chari, from the 
customs to the Chagoua bridge. The zone controlled by Goukouni Oueddei and his 
allies extends over the other quarters, European and administrative. It has been 
abandoned by all its inhabitants since the end of March. 


The return of more than half of Ndjamena's population has obliged the FAN 
authorities to create an administrative committee in this city. This committee, 
placed under the presidency of Ali Salim, member of CCFAN (Northern Armed Forces 
Command Council), former secretary general of the Chamber of Commerce, was 
established on 13 July last. 


It has already been able to reestablish an administrative embryo and to especially 
restore the functions of a registry office. However, in spite of the above it 

is impossible to make an accurate count of the victims after 6 months of hostilities. 
A treasury department in charge of collecting taxes on the slaughtering of cattle, 
and custom dues on merchandise originating in Cameroon in transit at night, has 
also been created. 
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Merchandise from Cameroon can only arrive at night in the FAN zone due to the 
shooting by Goukouni's forces on the banks of the river from the president's 
residence, which they still hold, 


This committee, as explained by Salim, reassures the population who has accepted 
its establishment with satisfaction. Moreover, the people are going about normally 
tending to their own business, despite the steady bombardment which sometimes 
accounts for dozens of victims, as was the case 3 weeks ago near the mosque, 


The Ndjamena markets are at their busiest in the morning and it is difficult 
sometimes to plough one's way through the stands of the small merchants at the 
millet market or even in the central market. All sorts of manufactured goods, 
shimmering and vivid colored fabrics, await the veiled Chadian women, and the small 
cigarette vendors are always offering the best known brands of light American and 
English cigarettes, which are actually the only ones the combatants smoke, 


Each day brings a small improvement in this state of "no peace--no war."’ Public 
electricity, after water, has been reestablished and the main thoroughfares are 
lighted every night until midnight by means of a powerplant. Garbage is picked 
up once a week by young people, which had not been done for many months and gives 
Ndjamena such a look of cleanliness that one doesn't recognize it.

REDUCTION OF FUNDS FOR FOREIGN MISSIONS INITIATED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 23 Sep 80 p 3 
[Article by Cherif Elvalide Seye: "Foreign Mission: Funds Cut Almost in Half") 


{Text| Three hundred and ninety-one million francs are scheduled in the state 

budget for fiscal 1980-81 for foreign missions. Two years ago, in 1978-79, budgetary 
entries for the missions reached 649 millions. In 1979-80 they amounted to 401 
millions. Prematurely, it would seem, reductions in expenditures for foreign 
missions had been decided. This trend was resumed in the framework of budgetary 
economies. 


The reduction of these expenses was to be effected through a double rationalizing 
level. On the one hand, in the duration of the missions which must be shortened 
within the limits of the time actually needed, and on the other, by the number 

of persons to be sent on a mission. Making use of the embassy personnel on the 
spot being recommended. 


This budgetary portfolio for foreign missions covers not only the cost of tickets 

but also travelling expenses, as established by decree. Two zones are listed. 

An ordinary zone and a dollar zone (United States, Switzerland, Canada). The 
officials are divided into three categories: unclassified, (ministers and comparable 
ranks), group 1 (index higher than 1634) and group 2 (on this side of 1634). 

In the dollar zone, for the unclassified group, group one and group two the daily 
allowance is respectively 23,000, 18,000 and 15,000, and for the regular zone 

20,000, 15,000 and 12,000. Unclassified officials travel first class by air, 

while the others travel by coach. 


In a parallel with these provisions, restrictions are being effected in regard to 
payments for mission expenses. Lower allowance rates are being initiated for an 
official whose expenses are partially being paid for. It is understood that 
mission allowances will not be paid when the mission is travelling at the invita- 
tion of a country or organization, at which time the latter will be responsible 
for their travelling expenses. 


Moreover. in the framework of rationalizing foreign missions, the procedure to 

be followed at all times is recalled to the ministerial departments. For example, 
it is out of the question for a department to contact a company directly for 
transportation expense. This must remain within the competence of the office in 
charge of foreign missions. This practice allowed the state to extend sums 
amounting up to 75 million francs in favor of the airline companies.

The meeting was attended by the ministry's Islamic Affairs Director ‘Abdallah 
al-‘Aqil, who explained that the discussions dealt with Islamic affairs in the 
Comoro Islands and the circumstances of Moslems there. 


He said that Minister al-Hajji expressed the ministry's readiness to provide 
Moslems there with copies of the Qur'an and Islamic books, and aid for construct- 
ing mosques and Islamic organizations. 


Mr al-'Aqil said that the Religious Trusts Ministry had previously provided the 
Comoro Islands with Islamic books, in addition to study grants provided by the 
Kuwaiti Education Ministry for Comoro Island students. 


The director of Islamic affairs also referred to the development of cooperative 


relations between Kuwait and the Comoro Islands, as manifested by an exchange of 
visits by delegations from both countries.

[Article by Missama: "Pointe Noire--Bouygues Offshore Installation--Eight Off- 
shore Drilling Platforms Will Be Built In 2 and 1/2 Years") 


[Text] The number of companies of the economic capital will be increased very 
shortly by the final installation of Bouygues Offshore-Congo at the seaside 
resort 'Mondaine” on the grounds where a former fishing village was situated. 


Specialized in the construction of offshore platforms, Bouygues Offshore will 
build eight platforms for Elf-Congo's account at the rate of one platform eve) ’ 
three months. Consequently, at Elf-Congo's request, the Bouygues Offshore program 
will last about 2 and 1/2 years. 


It will employ at least 250 people, principally welders and pipe-linemen. An 
accelerated training school will open on 15 October next for a period of 2 months. 


The iustallations which will cover a total of 12 hectares, at first will comprise 
three hectares for yard offices and housing. At the present time a “frantic” 
atmosphere reigns. 


Rulldozers, loaders, cranes and engines of all sorts and sizes are operating 
tirelessly. The remaining area will extend over nine hect res. It will be used 
as a yard where the platforms will be constructed and wil. project into the sea 
for a distance of 100 meters. 


More than a thousand tons of equipment has already been unloaded. The first 
unloading maneuver took place on 30 August last using a special technique. A 
barge which had left Le Havre 25 days ago ran aground on the beach and, among 
others, unloaded cranes, a dredger and a group of mobile homes. The unloading 
operation ended on 6 September last. The installation work will last 6 months. 


The first platform must be delivered to Elf-Congo at the end of the month of 
April 1981.

The Congolese minister did not fail to show his appreciation for this Canadian 
contribution and expressed satisfaction on the availability which Canada displays 
for all the conferences relating to CFCO realinement.

[Excerpt] A United Nations interagency mission has been in the Republic of 

Djibouti since Sunday 31 August, to evaluate with the Djibouti authorities assistance 
for the drought victims. Led by Mr Berkol, assistant secretary general and coordi- 
nator for the United Nations office for relief in cases of disaster, this mission 

is composed of seven members representing the different United Nations institutions. 


Received by the prime minister and interim head of government upon their arrival, 
the members of the mission paid courtesy visits to the minister of foreign affairs 
and cooperation, and to the minister of the interior, before beginning working 
meetings with the Djibouti authorities. 


On Tuesday and Wednesday, they visited the camps of the victims in the districts 
of Ali-Sabieh and Dikhil. And today they were to go by helicopter to the northern 
part of the country, for an on-site account of the condition of the victims in 

the different camps. A final joint meeting is planned for Saturday. 


Like the entire region, the Republic of Djibouti has been confronted for a year 
with a serious drought which is becoming more and more disastrous. This drought 
affects almost all of the rural population of the country, or more than 130,000 
people. 


The herds are deprived of all possibility of nourishment, and the rare water holes 
are showing increasingly lower outputs. 


Approximately 85 percent of the nomads have lost from 50-60 percent of their 
livestock and the remaining 15 percent have seen all of their herds decimated. 

The government has grouped all of the victims into camps. At present, nine camps, 
distributed over the entire national territory, shelter nearly 20,000 people. 

They include: 


-For the Ali-Sabieh district, the camps of Ali-Adde and Holl-Holl which have 
more than 4,000 victims. 


--For the Dikhil district, the camps of Mouloud, As-fyla and Yoboki, which total 
roughly 6,000 people. 








-=For Ubock, a camp near the chief town and the Alalli Dada camp contain 1,000 
victims and in the diatrict of Tadjourah, 9,200 victime have been registered tn 
the camps of Assaguela and Tadjourah-Ville. Therefore, the remainder of the 
affected population is estimated at 105,000 persons, 


The needs are enormous, but the most crucial problem for these people is thiret. 
Since the flow from the wells has become so low, the authorities are doing every~ 
thing possible to supply the population and the Livestock by tank=trucks. There 
are about 60 water distribution points. However, the resources are small, the 
roads are very difficult and the vehicles have already been put to the test, The 
supply dates are too far apart, and this situation makes it necessary for the 
nomads to deprive themselves of water in order to save it for the most vulnerable. 
In some regions, a daily water ration is given to the infants and children, while 
the adults drink only once every two days; others make do with the salt water 
from the coastal plains. 


In the very hot season, thirst is above all the greatest danger for the nomads 
and their animals and may have disastrous consequences for starving and enfeebled 
animals. 


Furthermore, the drought is also widespread in bordering countries, and the 
traditional recourse to moving elsewhere for pasture lands is out of the question. 


[It is difficult to ascertain the exact number of Livestock. The total number is 
estimated at 500,000 goats, 350,000 sheep, 50,000 camels, and 40,000 cattle, which 
insures the existence of the nomad population. In many parts of the country, 

the mortality rate has already reached 50-60 percent. [he remainder of the 
livestock is in a very weakened condition. The state of their health is critical. 
The thin and enfeebled animals are vulnerable to all diseases.

GUERRILLAS SAID THREATENING TO TOPPLE MENGISTU

/Text/ Eritrea--When the Soviet Union and Cuba swept into Ethiopia three 
years ago, the entire balance of power in Africa's strategic Horn appeared 
to be shifting in their favour. Today the situation looks quite different. 


The United States has cultivated new relations with a ring of Stetes around 
Ethiopia, from Sudan through Kenya to Somalia. Perhaps more importantly, a 
growing number of nationalist movements within Ethiopia itself is providing 
a mounting threat to the Soviet-backed Addis Ababa regime. 


Of fensive 


Nationalists in the province of Eritrea have managed to frustrate a series 
of major Ethiopian military offensives in the Red Sea coastal territory, 
and they now appear to have a slight military advantage over the estimated 
50,000 to 60,000 government troops based there. 


The rapidly growing guerflla movement in neighbouring Tigre province has 
also offered the central government a serious military and political 
challenge, and the emergence of the Oromo movement in southern Ethiopia 
may prove to be the Last straw. 


There are strong indications that these disparate nationalist movements 
are seeking a formal united front. Such an alliance could not only topple 
the military junta but could be the death blow to Soviet influence in the 
region, 


These generally left-wing movements appear also to oppose any Western 
influence, and the West has so far done nothing to help them. 


in a month-long tour of the Eritrean war zone, I have found the enerillas 


optimistic that the 19-year war for independence may be final ing 
in their favour. 
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For the past six months, the Eritrean People's Liberation Front (EPLF) has 
been training and arming recruits for both the Tigre People's Liberation 
ront (TPLF) and the Oromo Liberation Front (OLF), according to guerilla 
leaders here, 


They have also begun daily radio contact with the Tigrean guerillas to 
co-ordinate their military operations, and there is talk of setting up a 
concrete agreement among EPLF, TPLF, OL’ and other anti-government forces 
which could include the Western Somali Liberation Front (WSLF) in Ethiopta's 
southeastern Ogaden region, as well as opposition groups within the Addis 
Ababa capital. 


"We are optimistic that we will be able to form a united, joint struggle 
against the junta,” said EPLF Political Bureau member Sebhat-Efram during 
an interview near the battlefront. ‘We are ready to do anything for the 
consolidation of this unity," 


The main problem for the Eritreans is the continuing disunity within the 
Eritrean movement itself. Relations between the powerful EPLF and the 
smaller Eritrean Liberation Front (ELF) have now deteriorated to the point 
where an Eritrean "civil war'' may be imminent. 


EPLF leaders charge their rival with breaking a three-year-old merger 
agreement and attacking their forces from the rear during the last six 
months. 


Claim 


Six ELF defectors interviewed here claim they had not been ordered to fight 
against Ethiopia since 1978. Instead, they say, their leaders have been 
mobilising for war with the EPLF while initiating talks with Ethiopia and 
the Soviet Union to reach a compromise to end the war. 


However, the rapidly disintegrating ELF appears to offer little military 
threat to the other movements. 


The deserters say ELF forces now number less than 5,000 men. EPLF leaders 
say that 830 ELF deserters have joined them so far this year, and they 
predict a continuing outflow. 


A series of limited Ethiopian attacks here in August was repulsed by the 
EPLF, and fighting by Tigrean and Somali nationalists elsewhere in the 
fragile Ethiopian empire appears to have forestalled a renewal of the 
offensive. 


During the past three weeks, TPLF leaders claim the Government has doubled 
the size of its force in Tigre to over 40,000 troops in order to launch a 
campaign there. 








Increased counter-insurgency activity is also reported by the OLF in the 
south, though the Oromo nationalists do not appear to be engaging the 
Government on anywhere near the scale of the Eritreans and the Tigreans. 


[In the long run, however, the OLF may hold the key to the demise of the 
regime, for more than half Ethiopia's population (and half the country's 
army) are of Oromo origin. 


The fact that most of the nationalist opposttion comes from the Left poses 
a special problem for the Russians. The Kremlin's action here could dis- 
credit them with thetr closest allies and friends in the region. 


That is why the EPLF has been busy at the diplomatic level, with delegations 
criss-crossing Africa and the Middle East since the beginning of the year. 


One EPLF leader said: "We are going to show the Russians that a revolution 


can be made without them, or against them if that is their choice."--

DISAPPOINTING ECONOMIC SITUATION, QUESTIONABLE FUTURE DISCUSSED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 2 Oct 80 p 5

[Excerpts] Gabon is the third-ranking manganese producer in the world after 
the Soviet Union and South Africa, but accounts for between one-fifth and 
one-fourth of all manganese trade. Worked by strip-mining in the southeast- 
ern region, beyond the great Equatorial forest that covers over three- 
fourths of the territory, manganese is one of the national mining resources. 


Nearly 2.5 tons shipped out by dump truck last year: Because of the iron 
and steel crisis, only 2 million tons will take the same road this year. 
The operating company, COMILOG [Ogooue Mining Company], 44-percent of whose 
capital is held by U. S. Steel, had a turnover of 30 billion CFA francs 

in 1979 (1 CFA france = .02 French franc) and profits of 3 billion. The 
receipts of the government, which owns 11 percent of the shares, were 
nearly 4 billion and the receipts of the Congo amounted to 2 billion CFA 
francs for tolls and port taxes. 


Not far from the manganese fields are the uranium quarries and mines. 

Some 1,000 tons of uranium metal were produced last year and 800 tons were 
sold to the French Atomic Energy Commission. In 1979, the company in 
charge, COMUF [Franceville Uranium Mining Company], headed by the former 
French ambassador to Libreville, Delauney, had a turnover of 30 billion 
CFA francs. Some 8 billion were paid to the Gabonese Government, which 
holds 25 percent of the stock, for dividends and taxes. 


For a long time, okoume was the country's only resource (30 billion in 
exports in 1979) until the era of mining raw materials and especially oil: 
less than 10 million tons in 1979, including over 8 million for ELF 
[Gasoline and Lubricants Company of France]-Gabon. With 280 billion CFA 
francs, sales of crude made up over half of the national product and 
three-fourths of all exports. They brought in 130 billion for the govern- 
ment -- 40 percent of the budget. 








The expatriation of raw materials also means the exhaustion of resources, 
While the forest is theoretically inexhaustible and while the manganese 
deposits have a life expectancy of some 100 years, at the rate of 2 million 
tons annually, the same is not true for the country's other assets: 

20 years for uranium, at a rate of 1,500 tons a year (beginning tn 1982), 
and all the ore that was at the surtace has been found. The operating cost 
will also go up for oil, whose production is dropping 10 percent per year, 
Given the current state of research, this gives it only 10 years. 


This African emirate, as it is sometimes called, also furnishes its mirages, 
not being safe from a certain oil intoxication. Actually, the country has 
not taken advantage of the good years to ward off the threat of underdevel- 
opment, Furthermore, there are great inequalities between the nouveaux 
riches and the others, between city and country dwellers, even if some 
financial benefits handed out have calmed demands. 


Agriculture in particular has been neglected, representing only 4 percent of 
the national product. Despite communications difficulties -- the road sys- 
tem is inadequate (500 kilometers of tarred roads) and the trails impassable 
during the rainy season, making planes (whose numbers make the Libreville 
airport look like that of Anchorage) the surest means of transportation -- 
the rural exodus is substantial. 


In the industrial domain -- 5 percent of the national product -- the takeoff 
has never taken place, There are few enterprises for the processing of na- 
tional products. This apparently privileged country is actually poor in 
inhabitants. The results of the most recent census are not yet in but 
according to estimates, the population varies between 600,000 and 1 million 
inhabitants. It is a small market covering a territory half the area of 
France. 


Officials of the Gabonese Forestry Company (CFG), the majority of which is 
in Dutch hands and which has built a large plywood plant, emphasize the 
small output, without forgetting the cost of labor: The interoccupational 
minimum growth wage is 40,000 CFA francs (15,000 francs in Cameroon). 

Only one-fifth of the lumber production (1.5 million cubic meters) is pro- 
cessed locally because "it is more advantageous to export rough timber than 
finished products," considering the productivity and despite progress in 
automation. The paper pulp project is still on the drawing board while 

the main furniture store in the capital carries the sign of a French brand. 


There are practically no Gabonese industrialists. Young cadres take their 
place in government or go into trade and the speculative sectors. Therefore, 
to get things moving, a diversified investment provision (PID) has since 

1974 been deducted from the operating funds of the oil companies, but 

the results are scarcely conclusive. Near the ocean, the skeleton of an 
ammonia plant rusts. Likewise, diversification experiments undertaken by 

the uranium and manganese companies are more or less dormant, except per- 
haps the startup of a chicken plant. 








Lt is not the time tor blp operations. The government isa seeking to attract 
small and medium-size industries, particularly French, but German, American 
or Japanese enterprises as well. Economic conferences will be organized 

in Paris at the end of November. 


In the face of declining foreign capital, especially French (80 percent of 
all foreign investments), Libreville, which with only 25 percent of the 
capital of the ofl companies is in violation of OPEC, has not yet played 
the card of economic nationalism. The country may therefore look like no 
more than a “counter,” even if there are those who are tempted to seek 
emancipation from the former colonial power in order to draw closer to 
other developed countries or institute African regional cooperation. 


[t could be said that Gabon has no economy, but rather, finances. Many 
hopes are based on the Trans-Gabon Railroad, which should constitute the 
backbone of development, but work is behind. In euphoric times, was it not 
predicted that the country would be crossed by rail by 1982, making devel- 
opment of the Belinga iron mines (1 billion tons in resources) possible? 


To date, the line operates over 200 kilometers, from Ouendo to N'Djole 
(expenditures totaled 200 billion CFA francs by the end of 1979). Is there 
not also the risk that the peasants will continue to abandon the plantations 
in the interior to go live along the railroad, even though Gabon will still 
not have enough money to import food products -- all its meat, from Zimbabwe 
and elsewhere? Having the highest per capita income in Africa (after Libya), 
a deceiving statistic, Gabon is poor in resources.

GUINEAN POLICY GHANGES, REFUSAL TO NBOOTIATE SCORED

[Text] In today's edition we include more information about obstacles presented by 
the People's Revolutionary Republic of Guinea in the maritime borders dispute. 


This time, we give a historical review of the entire process for whose understand- 
ing it t# necessary to look back to 1886 when Portugal and France, as colonial 
powers, agreed by a pact on the partition of the continental territory and the 
division of the telande between the chen Portuguese Guinea and French Guinea. 


This pact, signed in Paria, and which we scrupulously respect, did not establish 
any definition of maritime borders. 


Therefore, the position of Conakry is untenable, to say the least, when they at- 
tempt today to make us accept as the maritime border the line adopted in the pact 
ae the Line of reference for the partition of the islands. 


In addition, the attitude of the RPR of Guinea has not been uniform on this sub- 
ject. As a matter of fact, up to just 2 months ago, Conakry defended a position 
(etated in several decrees by ite government and repeated by ite delegates), 
that completely violated the 1886 pact te which it denied any value. 


Moreover, the RPR of Guinea always refused a frank and open discussion of the 
problen. 


Thie ie what mainly separates us. 


We remain determined on acting toward finding a negotiated solution, which we know 
is the only way possible to safegvard the rich common patrimony represented by 
fraternal relations among us, especially during our armed national liberation 
struggle. 


In taking thie attitude our leaders are showing great political maturity. The 
serious attitude with which they have acted makes it possible to believe that a 
day will come when our brothers from the south will sit down with us around a 
negotiation table to find together a fair and definitive solution for the problem. 


We sincerely hope that thie ‘« aleo the deep desire of the sister nation of the 
RPR of Guineas.

PORTUGUESE OLL SEARCH REPORT=-Jose Viana Baptista, Portuguese minister of transporta- 
tion, arrived in Bissau yesterday on a 3-day visit to bring to the Guinea-Bissau 
authorities reportson petroleum research made in the 20 years preceding the end of 
Portuguese colonial administration in Guinea-Bissau. There is a border dispute 
between Guinea-Bissau and Guinea concerning the delimitation of their maritime 
borders, an area rich in potential petroleum resources.

or over a year, political life in Ivor, 
Ceaat has been dominated by one issue 
Theoretically, it revolves around the 
dangerously large gap that had grown 
between those who exercise political 
control and popular participation in that 
control. In practice, this means a deixate 
process within the framework of a 
single-party state by which the ughtly-knit 
group at the top of the party has had to relax 
its gnip on the political life to accommodate 
an increasingly discontented generation of

Naturally, therefore, everyone went to 
the congress expecting changes both in 
party Structure and in personalities 
In ths, they have been satufied by the 
results of the congress.

Philippe Yacé, a man whose considerable 
influence within the party seems currently 
to be in proportion to his lack of popularity. 
The decision was greeted with glee ut the 
congress. The Political Bureau was cut by 
half to 32 members and of these a 
significant number are taken from the 
younger generation of the party. From the 
Political Bureau has been sélected an 
Executive Committee of nine men which 
comprises a mixture of some of the more 
unremarkable of the senior politicians and 
some of the younger group. Their task is to 
assist the executive Chairman, President 
Houphouét-Boigny, in executing the 
decisions of the party. In addition, a large 
advisory committee, Comité Directeur, has 
been formed which will set up committees 
to keep an eye on aspects of party affairs. 
including party finances 

Heads have rolled and the importance of 
the younger generation has been 
acknowledged But that is not what this 
congress was really about. and those who 
saw its significance by the changes in 
structure and personalities have mistaken 
the form for the substance. In the 
background at least (three areas remain to 
act as severe constramts on any dramatx 
changes in the effective structure of the 
party. they would explain the slight 
disappointment that some observers have 
felt that congress failed to deal directly with 
some of the vital issues concerning the 
future of the political life in Ivory Coast. 

Economxally, Ivory Coast is going 
through a critical period. Falling cocoa and 
coffee prices have deal a serious blow to 





development planning Immediately after 
the congress the Assembly was informed 
that the 1981 investment budget, Budget 
Spécial d'lnvestissement et d' Equipement, 
would have to be cul back by at least 100bn 
CFA francs to 250bn. CFA francs. 
Forecasts for income from exports and 
services Suggest that there will be a drop 
from the original estimate of 338bn. CFA 
frances to 320bn. CF A francs. The recurrent 
budget will rise by a mere 2bn. CFA francs 
to 340bn. With the prospect of attendant 
economme and social problems i was 
essential that a reassurance be given and 
that a show of leadership by the President 
be made 

A second area of concern was polities 
more participation in party and nauonal life 
by a larger groop of people than the 
restreted élite was necessary But at the 
same time any relinquishing of power at the 
top would contradict the desire to maintain 
some stability within the party Stability 
theretore was the priority 

it was alo an essential consideration 
when dealing with the third issue of 
importance. the succession to President 
Houphouet-Boigny Any sudden changes 
would simply throw the political balance in 
the party into disarray 

These concerns dictate a much more 
nuanced interpretauon of the congress 

The President was emphatic that the 
liberal cast of the country’s economy would 
not change After recounting the successes 
of matenal production in Ivory Coast since 
independence the president came to the 
essence of the wsue: the sectors which have 
caused serious problems. He attacked the 
mismanagement of the state enterprises and 
in particular singled out the costly errors in 
th « setting up of the sugar refinenes in the 
north. “The second and very serious error 
was the levity with which the negotiations 
for the sugar refinenes were conducted. 
The period for repayment of loans & too 
short, there was over-invoring, faulty 
conception and lack of spare parts. The 
management of the refinenes was entrusted 
to the promoters themselves, some of whom 
behaved in a scandalous manner. All these 
have resulted in the faci thal we are now 
producing non-competitive sugar. the price 
of which is higher than the world pree. To 
correct all these errors. the President said, a 
number of state enterprises have been 
abolwshed — only seven out of 3S have been 
retained — and 400bn. CF A francs worth of 
investments have been cancelled 


kducavon has become a problem of 
fundamental importance. The President 
admitted, in a manner that few leaders 
could afford to do, that he stood to take 
much of the blame for mistukes in this 
sector The basic problem in his view was 
that “we in fact copied the French 
educational system without first taking our 
own priorty needs into account. The 
result has been a drasuc bottleneck between 
the primary and secondary sectors. 
Classrooms have been unsufficient and 
ubove all a greater effort will have to be 
made for higher education thai ts more in 
tune with development needs. In Ivory 
Coast, law is the favourite university 
Subject. As the President said — again 
indicating one of Ivory Coast's basic social 
and econom« problems — the wish to send 
every Ivorian to school ‘does not mean that 
we want tocreate a nation of civil servants.’ 

Still on the economy, stress was also laid 
on the need to improve rural life. Too many 
people were being attracted away from 
agriculture. Modernisation would be 


ed. 

The saviour will m many senses be oil. The 
President was reticent about this except in 
emphasising that ow revenue will be 
directed straight into agriculture. 

It is difficult to imagine anyone else other 
than President Houphouét-Boigny being 
able to take decisions and acknowledge 
errors of such a itude. 

if the President's critkism of some 
aspects of economic life were judged to be 
severe, then his comments on political life 
were stinging. Political decisions formed the 
centre piece of the congress. The changes 
have already been mentioned. The 
atmosphere at the congress was one of 
subdued but nonetheless excited anticipa- 
tion. Those who smeit victory also smeit 
blood. To a certain extent they were 
justified. The build-up to the congress had 
included speeches by the President in which 
he said that hs people has now become of 
age and should be trusted. In the 
pre-congress elections for the secretanes- 
general of the subsections of the PDC! 
there was a 65 per cent change in people 
elected. At the local level campaigning had 
been fierce, on one of two occasions 
erupting into violence this happened in 
Adjame when the incumbent refused to 
acknowledge his defeat The President 
ordered a re-run, which was seen as a sign of 
his commitment to the democratisation, 


and the incumpent s defeat was contirmed 





Yet one has (o ask why, if such combative 
spirit had been shown in the grass roots, the 
performance of the delegates at the 
congress was so tepid. Here one comes to 
the heart of what power in the PDCI is 
about. For while the lower reaches of the 
party have indeed been opened up to new 
blood, the President has centralised power 
on himself atthe top Thus he has confirmed 
constitutionally what has been true in 
practice; he is the real power in the party 
who defers very often to the influence of a 
circle of friends and advisers — the barons 
— among the most faithful of whom has 
been the much-maligned M. Yacé. The 
victory for the youth is, in a sense, illusory 
The post of Secretary-General has been 
abandoned, the Political Bureau was 
trimmed to include both the old guard 
(among them M. Yacé), and some youth, 
the new Executive Committee reflected a 
similar admixture, but the real power 
balance of these groups is ambiguous. The 
pracuce of political control in Ivory Coast 
all too often takes place beyond the 
constitutional! structure. 

By enhancing his own role in the party 
direction. President Houphouét-Boigny 
has resolved the potential crisu between the 
generations and the interest groups. There 
is NO doubting thet political patronage had 
fun amok in Ivory Coast. Nor ts there any 
doubt that the resentment against 
politicians thought to have become too well 
ensconced in their positions of power and 
totally detached from the masses had to be 
responded to. This has been achieved. As 
such, the congress and the developments 
which will continue in the course of this year 
remain an impressive example of 
single-party system in a country adapting 
itself to the political and social exigencies 
The most worrying of these are the 
maintenance of the ethnic balance and that 
the existing authority in the party should 
not be eroded dramatxally by the influx of 
new people 

What the results of the congress suggest is 
that the leadership and the centres of power 
— which have the wealth to influence 
electoral results — have scarcely changed in 
reality, even it M Yacé has taken a knock. 
More interesting, though, is the issue of the 
performance of the delegates. Their 
submission at the national level is not so 
much a failure but rather a reflection of a 
political system in which jocal rather than 
national polivics still remain the focal point 


of poliical competition. The resolutions 
and compromises which take place in the 
party ‘sous-sections defuse the potential 
tensions al the national arena.

OF CONSIDERABLE amusement and 
interest was the speech made on the 
opening day of the Congress by the 
representative of the RPR, the Rassem- 
blement pour le République, the French 
bearers of the Gaullist torch It was aspeech 
redolent with memories of the close tie that 
existed between President Houphouet- 
Bony and General de Gaulle. It all went 
down very well with the Congress, all the 
more so because the representative of the 
Umon Démocratique Francaise, President 
Grscard d Estaing’s party, had failed to turn 
up for the first day. Instead a brief message 
sent | 0 days before was read out. It was only 
on the final day that the UDF speaker 
addressed the congress, having reached 
Abidjan the day before. It all looked very 
much as if the Gaullists had pulled a fast one 
on the government partners, the U DF 

To return to the Bokassa affhir, there is 
an interesting sidelight. In April this year 
there were reports of unrest in military 
circles which resulted in some demotions 
and in the arrest and imprisonment of one 
Lt Oulla who had, « was claimed, 
threatened the life of the Presi@ent. In the 
event he was given a short prison sentence 
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lor embezzlement. The effect was to give 
the impression that the lvonan domestc 
intelligence services had not dealt with infor- 
mation about discontent promptly enough 
The Bokassa telephone call to Paris has al! 
the hallmarks of the rivalry between 
members of the French Intelligence 
Service, SDECE, who have real control 
over Bokussa. That this should receive so 
much publicity does not do Ivory Coast's 
image any good. There have since been 
suggestions that steps are being taken to 
improve the domestc intelligence servises, 
at ‘he expense of SDECE 
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IN FACT, Franco-lvorian reultiions were 
the subject of a good deal of speculation 
Much of it centred on (he assumpution that 
the Ivorans had permitted Bokassa [o 
muke the telephone call in order to 
embarrass President Giscard d Estaing. 
There is little doubt that the French leader 
has not done himself any good by his 
dilatory handling of Bokassa alter his 
overthrow. But that the Ivorian leader 
should be implicated in some sordid little 
attempt to hook up the former emperor 
onto a line to Paris is far off the mark. As 
President Houphouét-Boigny asked at a 
press conference after the Congress, give 
him a little credit. There are other ways of 
regisiering his disapproval of France.

OIL WORKERS MEET, ELECT NEW OFFICIALS 
Abidjan FRATERNITE=-MATIN in French 15 Sep 80 p 3 


[Text] The National Union of Ivory Coast Oil Workers (SYNTEPCI) held their 
general meeting on Saturday, 13 September, at the labor exchange in Treichville. 
In a-dition to many employees of the country's oil companies, there was also a 
delegation from the executive office of the General Union of Ivory Coast Workers. 


During the opening ceremonies, a spokesman for the UGTCI delegation expressed the 
sentiment that democratic rules be the golden rule of the day so that union 
solidarity could be effective. 


Then SYNTEPCI's secretary general, Ade Mensah, succeeded him to stress the impor- 
tance of the present meeting which marks the 20th anniversary of the union. He 
then reviewed the various agenda items: 


L) Union activity 

2) Financial report 

3) Contract modifications 
4) Election of officers 


Various negotiations with management were concluded and a number of advantageous 
agreements were made by the latter in favor of employees. These include salary 
increases for different worker categories. In categories one to eight, salaries 
were increased by 11 percent, skilled workers were increased by 9 percent, and 
technicians by 8 percent. An amendment to article 34 of the contract provides 
for an end of the year bonus of 1 month's salary for all personnel. 


In addition, housing allowances were granted to technicians. The other categories 
of workers will be included progressively in this benefit schedule. 


As for reorganization in the union in the coming years, accent was put on union 
activities for members. Thus plans were made for creation of a mutual benefit 
group for each oil company and endowment of cantines. Plans were also made to 
include a cultural or recreational event for each local at least once a year. 


However, a shadow on the picture: application of article 19 of the constitution 
which stipulates that the newly elected governing committee should organize 
locals in the interior has not always been carried out in the past 20 years. It 
is hoped that the new group will attend to this state of things and extend the 
union to those Ivory Coast oil workers.

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FNMAJ O |.) .IZATLONAL PROBLEMS REPORTED

[Text] The work camps organized by Ivory Coast's Federation of Youth Movements 
and Associations were placed in three regions this year: Aboisso, where the town 
itself housed more than 50 young people in August; Man, where there was a camp 
for the town and also one for the village of Dompleu (located between Man and 
Danane), and finally, Agboville, where the village of Aboude welcomed almost 30 
young people. Among all these towns and villages, only Aboude had received these 
young people in 1979, for the others it was quite a new experience. 


Thus the program conducted by FNMAJCI was quite different this year than last year, 
for three reasons: First, the number of young people involved was considerably 
more this year, more than 200 as compared with 150 last year (the number of 300 
volunteers anticipated by the Federation had not been reached). Secondly, federa- 
tion leadership, having learned from the past year, were better prepared both 
professionally and for organizing work for many volunteers. Finally, last year 
Aboude was the only camp, this year there were at least four, five if the camp 

at Korhogo is counted, though organized quite differently from the others. 


In brief, FNMAJCI showed a certain bravado which must be saluted though deploring 
the fact that they were not encouraged in the same way in all the regions. When 
looking at the work so benevolently performed by these young people, the lack of 
information about their program is striking. At Aboisso, for example, the towns- 
people took them for juvenile detainees, resulting in a total lack of coordination 
between local youth and the federation. At Korhogo, where 50 rural youths were 
expected, only 10 showed up. At Aboude, then, because of a simple misunderstanding, 
work was slowed down and the stay was made difficult. 


Are the authorities to blame? 


Why such lack of information? According to the leaders of the federation, there 

is first the astonishment of people when presented with this kind of enterprise. 
"Young Ivorians are going to work for free for any community? Absurd!" Amoa 

Urbain, president of the Federation told us. Thus people, suspicious and mistrustful, 
hesitated to participate fully. But this is not the only problem. Still according 

to federation authorities, "some prefects were extremely cooperative, as at Man 





for example, while others refused to help us, for 4 variety of reasons, At 
Korhoge, the under prefect would not release information under the pretext that 
there were elections,” 


To these two reasons we add a third, which seems to us to be more pertinent: 

the kind of work given the young people. At Aboisso, for reasons given by Grah 
Mel Frederick, the local young people could not participate. in a more general 
way, it should be noted that the federation continues to set up camp in the middle 
of town, Therefore, it is necessary to plan for activities which are in no way 
dubious, and which leave tangible and durable results. Thies has not only the 
advantage of putting volunteere into the most advantageous position for morale, 
but also makes good propaganda for the work of the federation.

The American presence in that area, as in the Near East 
in general, is directly connected with the United States’ worldwide strategic plans, 
the objectives of which are to safeguard and strengthen imperialist positions in this 
a, to ensure the “safety” of NATO's southern flank, and to support Israel. Signif- 
icant relevance has been attributed to plans for utilizing this area which is of 
sajor strategic importance in strengthening the United States’ general strategic 
military positions, particularly in view of the region's proximity to the Soviet Union's 
uthern border. In hie book, “Armaments and Strategy,” the American scientist, 
Martin, stated that strategically the Near East assumes paramount importance, for

[Fxeerpte! The creation of military ranks is a new phase in the growth of our 
armed forces. We have come a long way to arrive at thie phase. The text which 
follows speaks of the path taken in thie regard and the profound significance of 
the creation of military ranke in the current phase: 


National Army 


In April 1964 in Kongwa we saw the emergence of the firet nucleus of the FPLM 
[Popular Porces for the Liberation of Mozambique] etructured militarily and with 
uniformity of training and concept. 


The basic queetion wae the overthrow of Portuguese colonialism by revolut ionary 
violence. iron discipline was necessary to overcome the tremendous inadequacies 
and gradually traneform the correlation of forces in our favor, thus bringing 
the enemy to defeat. 


In this respect, partriotiem and national unity were inseparable, fundamental 
elements. When it was necessary for some of us to die so that the country might 
rise up again; when, with blood, we were going to create a (ree land where no 

such land had existed, mo one went to die for one particular area, for a particular 
ethnic group, for one color or race. The combat was for all of our people, from 
novuma { Kiguto; it was for @ single country, from Rovuma to Maputo. 


People "es Avawy 


The development of the armed conflict in Cabo Delgado and Niassa led to the ap- 
pearance of free and semifree areas. Physically, the enemy controlled neither the 
people nor the land. Already colonialienm did not exist as an occupying force but 
rather ae a bloodthirety invader, 4 gurderous aggressor. 


Among ourselves we were Mozambicans. 
The enemy's power was destined eventually to disappear; it was importent to de- 


termine who would exercise the new power, what ite objectives would be, how this 
power would be made manifest and develop. 











The FPLM had to expand the atruggie, defend and organize the people. 


The str. ggle againet the enemy's vigorous forces and the destruction of its 

re economic and atrategic points required the development of initial con- 
cé,te of that struggle. in chie phase, againet the people's interests and de- 
liberately acting in opposition to chose interests, we saw the manifestation of the 
selfish intereste and unbridled appetites of the new exploiters, former feudal 
proponents and aspirante to middle-class society. 


in thie process of clase struggle, the FPLM presented itself ase a basic inetru- 
ment of the people, the steadfast force which transformed the free areas into a 
secure rear guard for our people's struggle. 


The FPLM had truly become a people's army. 


Tt grew in the class struggle; it won the people's total confidence; it united 
all the people around the cause of the fatherland; it became the main st imulus 
for national unity. 


The war revealed a certain number of traitors, a certain number of those who were 
vac ilating. 


But in contrast to that handful of human dregs, of human riffraff, the war re- 
vealed multitudes of heroes, of stable people, with a spirit of sacrifice. 


The Victory of Popular Democracy 


After the proclamation of national independence, the Fourth Defense Department 
Conference was held. The result of that conference was the ratification of the 
document, "Overcome Class Conflict," which created the objective and subject ive 
‘onditions for the success of the Third FRELIMO Congress, the establishment of the 
}RELIMO party as the Marxist-Lenist party, the construction of socialism in our 
liberated country, and the fulfillment of our internationalist duty, particularly 
with regard to the Zimbabwe people. 


In the Fourth Defense Department Conference it was unanimously decided to reject 
the creation of military ranks and uniforms at that time. They were not compat ible 
with the development of the army which was still a guerrilla army and had not been 
transformed into a regular army. They would do nothing to strengthen discipline. 
They would have induced f-ar of military etripes, adulterating one's consciousness 
of doing one's duty in bl ° obedience to rank, stifling dialog which would other- 
wise facilitate administrat. olutions, encouraging personal vanity and ambi- 
tion and institutionalizing la of self-confidence. 


In the Fourth Defense Department Conference of the Front for the Liberation of 
Mozambique in July 1975, there was concern that the army's ranks would be purged, 
that the class struggle would be encouraged within the army. To introduce military 
ranks and uniforms at that time would have been handing our combat weapon over to 
the enemy or putting it in the hands of those who were vacilating. In our armed 
forces and security organizations there is no room for the enemy's allies, for 
opponents, for those who are corrupt. 
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Their members, especially the officers, come from the ranke of the working clase, 
the peasantry, the revolutionary intelligentsia. 


With the reactionary armed provocation of December 1975, it wae plain to see that 
ignorance, obscurantiem, unbridled ambition and corruption had given rise to ewime 
in our midet. These swine used reactionary violence to be able to live Like pige, 
abuse and ride on the backs of the people, use the weapon of liberation to impose 
their arbitrary will and indulge in their individual whims. 


The ewine used the colonial army ae their model, an army in which Lack of courtesy, 
vulgarity, drugs, bribery and venereal disease were the rule. 


To introduce military stripes at that time would have meant handing the power over 
to our enemies, to the corrupt captain, the drugged major, the colonel who owned 
brothels and the general who emberzled funds. 


That is why we said: “Overcome Class Conflict" and first of all in the armed 
forces and security organizations. 


In order for the combatants to raise on high the flag of internationalism and 
brotherhood-in-arms with other socialist armies and the progressive armies of 
Africa and the world, it is essential for their officers to be communists. 


The officers must have scientific knowledge. The military rank must strictly 
denote one's capabilities, political awareness and level of scientific and 
technical knowledge. 


Military Ranks and Uniforms 


After 16 years of existence, we have seasoned cadres, experienced in two ware, 
loyal to the party, ready to consolidate and defend the socialist fatherland. 


However, with 5 military branches and an additional 50 different specialties, with a 
rational dimension, an extreme mobility of cadres, the continuing necessity of 
maintaining a high degree of combat readiness requiring the constant ident if ica- 
tion of cadres and utmost confidence in those individuals, it is necessary to 
introduce military ranks. 


The assignment of military ranks will not be a static arrangement. That is to 
say that no rank is permanent, that the cadres will be promoted according to 
their political awareness and technical competence. 


The ranks indicate the political level and the level of knowledge; they const itute 
an incentive to raise this level. 


Since Marxism-Leninism is in a position of control in our leadership organiza- 
tions and since science is the permanent instrument of labor, the cadres will be 
subject to continuous evaluation in order to promote one who is good, not promote 
one who is incompetent and dismiss one who is bad.

BRITISH OFFICIAL HOLDS MEETINGS ON COOPERATION

[Text] British Undersecretary of State for Foreign Affairs Richard Luce, who 

has been holding meetings with Mozambican leaders for 2 months, left Maputo yester- 
day for Swaziland. He made a detour through certain South African countries to 
exchange opinions on the area's political situation, particularly the Namibian 
problem. 


The British diplomat also held conversations with our country's leaders on economic 
cooperation with Mozambique, particularly in the transportation and communica- 
tione sectors. Yesterday morning Richard Luce met with Mozambican Foreign Af- 
fairs Minister Joaquim Alberto Chissano. 


Information Minister Jose Luis Cabaco was also present at this meeting. The day 
before, at the start of the visit, the British leader had conversations with 
Alcantara Santos, Minister of Ports and Land Transport. With regard to economic 
cooperation to be established between our two countries, the British diplomat 
announced yesterday in a press conference that a British trade mission will visit 
Mozambique in October to define possible areas of cooperation with our government 
in a more precise and concrete manner. 


In the press conference held yesterday and attended by both domestic and foreign 
journalists, Richard Luce spoke of the objectives of his visit to the South African 
countries, especially Lesotho, South Africa, Mozambique, Swaziland, Zimbabwe and 
Botswana. The meeting with the journalists dealt particularly with the Nemibian 
question, one of the problems which caused the diplomat to make a detour to this 
African area. In one of our previous articles we gave more details about this 
conference. 


With regard to Mozambique, Richard Luce asserted in the meeting with the journalists 
that his country is interested in maintaining ties of bilateral cooperation.

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION INDEX REPORTED DOWN 
Lagos DAIL’ ‘IMbo in English 7 Ort 80 p 1

[Text/ The Index of Industrial Production dropped to 155.8 (1972-100) 
during the first quarter of 1980, the Central Bank has reported. 


The index, prepared by the Central Bank from data supplied by the Federal 
Office of Statistics covers 20 manufacturing industries, electricity 
generating and mining and indicates the level of industrial activity in 
the economy. 


The index for the first quarter of 1980, represented a decline of 9.4 
percent from the average for the four quarters of 1979. Compared with the 
first quarter of 1979 alone, the decline was 4.5 percent. 


The decline, however, was entirely due to lower levels of activity in the 
petroleum dominated mining industry and in the electricity generation 
sector. 


The index for mining fell by 17.3 percent from the average for 1979 to 
117.3 while that for Electricity fell by 2.5 percent to 223.4--its lowest 
level since the fourth quarter of 1977. 


And because “he two industries have a combined share of 68.1 percent of 
all the weights used in the index, they dragged the overall index down. 


The manufacturing sector actually recorded an increase. The index for 
the 20 industries in the sector was 229.9, representing an increase of 
1.9 percent over the quarterly average for 1979. 


Compared with the first quarter of 1979 alone, the increase was 4.4 percent. 


Of the 20 industries covered however, only the indices of 11 increased, 
in many cases marginally. The other nine declined.

Soft drinks and beer aleo rose, respectively, by 19.5 percent and 1.8 per- 
cent to 387.4 and 293.0, 


The indices for Soaps and Detergents, Refined Yetroleum Products, Other 
Petroleum Products, Cement, Tin, Metal and Roofing sheets were the others 
that showed any increases. 


Soaps and Detergents rose from 316.7 to 342.0 at which level it was, how- 
ever, lower than the average for 1978, 


Refined Petroleum Products and other Petroleum Products rose from 120.3 and 
71.4 respectively, to 123.3 and 78.0 while Cement, Tin, Metal and Roofing 
sheets rose respectively from 172.0, 39.3, and 192.8, to 174.0, 41.2 and 
195.6. 


Of those that declined, the biggest drop was in Radios, Changers and TV 
Assembly, which fell 17.4 percent from the quarterly average for 1979, to 
81.8. 


This was followed by Pharmaceuticals, which fell 5.1 percent to 321.0, 
Cigarettes which fell 4.6 percent to 121.6 and Rubber which fell 4.2 per- 
cent to 118.9. 


The Indices for Footwear, Cotton Textiles and Vehicle Assembly fell by 3.1 
percent, 2.9 percent and 2.4 percent, respectively, to 121.1, 196.4 and 
1,051.6, while other Textiles and Paints and Allied products fell 1.1 
percent and 0.5 percent, respectively, to 1,144.0 and 278,0.

PRICE INDEXES POINT TO LOW INFLATION RATE

/Text/ Consumer Price Indices published by the Federal Office of Statistics 
point to a low inflation rate for the country this year. On the basis of 
the composite Index of the FOS, inflation ran at an annual rate of 8,6 
percent during the first three months of the year, as against 11.8 percent 
in 1979, 


Last week at his World Press Conference, President Shehu Shagari said that 
available data showed that the price index increased by only 2 percent 
during the first half of the year. The rate of inflation has, however, 
increased during the second half, he said. 


The declining trend in prices would appear to be supported by the Retail 
Price Indices of Selected Consumer Items in the Lagos Area, prepared by 
the Central Bank. 


In the four months from January to May 1980, the all-items index rose from 
297.7 (1974-100) to 314.1l--a rise of 5.5 percent. 


In April, the index actually dropped by 1.5 percent from the previous 
months’ level. 


The low inflation rates indicated by both the FOS and Central Bank indices, 
however, have not been supported by evidence from the markets. 


Reports on prices of food items in various markets indicated that they 
maintained a distinctly upward trend during the first half of the year. 


Even among the non-food items government measures have contributed to price 
increases. Items whose prices have increased substantially during the 

year include electricity, transportation, urban housing and miscellaneous 
services.

OIL PRODUCTION SAID DOWN ' TEMPORARILY'

[Text/ Nigeria's oil production has dropped below the 2 million barrel 

per day level, but industry sources described the drop as "temporary." 
Government officials believed that production will soon return to 2 million 
b/d, at which level they intend to maintain output for next year. 


The 2 million barrels per day level represents a significant decline from 
the average production rate of 2.15 million barrels/day maintained during 
the first half of the year. 4 


"The drop," an expert explained last week, “isn't deliberate but in line 
with the state of the market." 


Before the outbreak of the current Iranian-Iraqi war, the market was over- 
supplied to the tune of 2m barrels per day. But this glut may not continue, 
continued my sources, if the war persists. 


Iran used to produce about 1.5m barrels per day out of which she consumes 
about 700,000 barrels per day. Iraq, on the other hand, produces about 
3.3m barrels per day and consumes approximately 600,000 barrels locally. 
Meaning that should the war disrupt both countries’ production heavily, 
the market will run into a surplus of about one million barrels a day. 


At present, this trend is not noticeable in the market because of world 
storage capacity which one expert put at “very high." He also conceded: 
"The war has somehow held off pressure on the prices of crude. That's at 
least one effect that is readily noticeable now." 


With a world daily production for export of between 27m and 28m barrels, 
crude petroleum on the average sells at 37 dollars per barrel today. As 
usual, this export figure does not include the roughly 12 and nime million 
barrels per day produced by the Soviet Union and the United States of 
America. 
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The Nigerian light crude, experts predict, ie among crude likely to be 
directly affected should the expected Iranian/Iraqi war expected ripple 
really take effect. This is because both countries produce heavy and 
light crude.

KADUNA REFINERY, ALREADY WORKING, TO BE COMMISSIONED

[Text / President Shehu Shagari will commission the W500m Kaduna Refinery 
on the 25th of this month. 


According to NNPC sources, this is more ceremonial than anything else 
because since last July a unit of the dual-unit refinery has been on trial 
run. 


This unit, the Fuel Process Unit, processes local gulf Excravor crude which 
is transported through the 606km Warri-Kaduna pipeline from the Niger Delta 
creek. 


According to my sources, when fully operational, the unit would produce per 
day seven tonnes of Sulphur, 320 tonnes of Refinery fuel gas, 630 tonnes of 
Cooking gas from an input of about 6,690 tonnes per day. 


Other products from the same input include Premium motor gasoline (2,750 
tonnes), 5-Star (920 tonnes), Gas O11 (2,690 tonnes) and 1,860 tonnes of 
Kerosene. 


The other unit, the Lube Wax/asphalt process unit, which incidentally is 
the real difference between this refinery and others in Warri and Port 
Harcourt, will not be fully operational until some time next year. 


This handles paraffin-based petroleum from Venezuela or Kuwait and produce 
per day 2,090 tonnes of asphalt (two grades), 1,260 tonnes of fuel oil 
(also two grades) and others like wax and lube ofl. All these will be 
from an approximate input of 6,890 tonnes per day. 


According to reliable sources, the arrangement for the importation of this 
input has been concluded and when delivery starts it shall be at Excravos 
from where it will follow the same Kaduna pipeline route which its local 
sister follows. 











It will be recalled that, according to planning statistics, the Kaduna 
refinery when fully on stream should produce per annum approximately 
614,000 tonnes of dual purpose of Kerosene, 415,000 tonnes of lubricating 
O11, Gasoline (1.21lm tonnes), 24,400 tonnes of Wax and 10,000 tonnes of 
liquified petroleum gas. 


This is based on input projection of about 50,000 barrels per stream 
(working) day each of both the local and imported crude. 


The refinery has been completed since April on schedule by Japan's Chiyoda 


Chemical and Engineering Construction Company: a performance which one 
analyst called a "technological feat."

GOOD HARVEST EXPECTED--The rainfall analysis up to August this year showed 
that there will be a good agricultural yield this year. According to the 
latest release from the Meteorological Department, rainfall in August 
recorded below normal over most parts of the country especially in the 
South-west and Central part of the country. During the first and second 
decades, that is, lst-1l0th and Llth-2lst August, rainfall was substantially 
below average in Kadune, Jos, Bauchi, Lagos, Warri, Owerri and Ogojo.

LNDUSTRLAL DEVELOPMENT GOING INTO SECOND PHASE 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 6 Oct 80 pp 1, 3 
[Article by Cherif Elvalide Seye: "Decisive Leap of Senegalese Industry" |] 


[Text] Senegalese industry is about to enter a new phase of its existence, pro- 
viding it with a decisive boost on which our future will depend. 


The new SEIB [expansion unknown] oil works in Diourbel will go into operation in 
January. It cost 8 billion CPA francs and will have a grinding capacity of 200,000 
tons of peanuts a year. The month of January 1981 will also see the start of 
construction work on Senegal's Chemical Industries (ICS), an undertaking that will 
last 34 months. Nor is this a mere coincidence. The two projects are actually the 
first in a new orientation of Senegal's industrial policy, that of industrial 
processing plants. 


The new policy takes the place of that of making substitutes for imports. The 

iCS, which will require investments of 54 billion CFA francs, will make it possible 
to process in Taiba itself 650,000 of the 1.5 million tons of phosphates extracted 
every year. Phosphoric and sulfuric acid will be produced in Taiba. 


In addition to the SELB and the Senegalese Chemical Industries, this policy of 
developing and processing our agricultural or mining resources also includes devel- 
opment of the East Senegal iron mines, expansion of SOCOCIM [West African Cement 
Company] and industrial mining of marble in East Senegal. In the long run, Senegal 
will depend less and less on its agriculture which, because oi the drought, has 
obviously become too susceptible to climatic contingencies. 


After Dakar-Marine, now operational, it is the second phase of the second genera- 
tion of Senegalese industry that will get underway in January, when construction 
of the Senegalese Chemical Industries begins. This project, costing a total of 
54 billion CFA francs, should enable Senegal to process phosphate into piosphoric 
and sulfuric acid and in a second phase, to transform acids into fertilizer. 


Two plants are going to be set up right in Taiba. They will process 650,000 tons 
of the 1.5 million tons of phosphate extracted in Senegal every year. The project 
also provides for expansion of the Industrial Fertilizer Company of Senegal (SIES), 
which will then be able to make phosphate fertilizers from acid produced in Taiba.

At the present time, the project ie settled; everything ie ready, The necessary 
commitments have been made by both partners and sources of financing. Senegal's 
partners in the ICS project are India (20 percent), the Ivory Coaat (10 percent), 
and the Lelamic Development Bank. Senegal holds 25 percent of the shares. There 
are no marketing problema for the project because India and the Ivory Coast have 
both pledged to import the acid and fertilizer not used by Senegal and not sold 
and will do so at prices already guaranteed. 


The LCS will make it possible to give jobs to 350 persons and recover phosphate 
contained in the schlamms (rock after phosphate has been extracted). 


The tirst project within the framework of the policy of industrial processing 
plants, the Chemical Industries of Senegal illustrate the concerns giving rise to 
the polley. <A moderately industrialized country (30 percent of the GNP provided 
by industry) «= the figure for the Ivory Coast is 13 percent, for example -- Senegal 
is nevertheless strongly dependent on agriculture because peanuts provide the major 
portion of all export receipts and because industry itself is partly based on it 
with the ofl works. In addition, other industries -- textiles, for example -- rely 
heavily on domestic demand, which is declining sharply with the drop in income of 
an agricultural rural world. It therefore becomes necessary to rely as little as 
possible on agriculture, which has become very precarious because of the drought, 
which is apparently here to stay. Given the country's potentialities, it quite 
naturally turns to industry. There remains only the question of which type of 
industry. 


MIFERSO 


The first generation of Senegalese industry was devoted to making substitutes for 
imports. Should that path have been continued? It was decided to be less negative 
and as a result, the second generation of Senegalese industry will involve indus- 
trial processing plants. Clearly, it is a matter of developing our resources, 
whether they be mining or agriculture. 


In the agricultural realm, one has the new SEIB plant in Diourbel, costing 8 billion 
CFA francs. It has the capacity to grind 200,000 tons of peanuts annually. Start- 
up is planned for January 1981. 


The major project that could revolutionize an entire region and the economy of a 
country is MIFERSO [East Senegal Iron Mining Company], hwoever. It is a vast 
undertaking involving substantial means. The total cost of the project is an 
estimated 208.5 billion CFA francs. Getting the money together is not easy, but 
the quality of the metal and the country's situation seem to have won the support 
of potential European and Japanese importers. Studies show that 12 million tons 

of iron will be avilable over 20 years. One must add another 10 years when dams on 
the Senegal River permit the working of magnetic ore. 


Oil 
In addition to its short distance to the European market, the Senegalese project 
has the advantage of placing 12 million tons on the market starting in 1987, when 


a world production deficit of iron on the order of 50 to 70 million tons is pre- 
dicted, There is such great interest that European iron and steel industries and 
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the World Bank have atated that they are willing to aid the project. Strip mining 
techniques will be used but Craneport probleme will have to be solved. Two possl- 
bilities exiat: building a new railroad line from the mines to the sea or building 
a section from the mines to the existing Line and strengthen the latter. Whatever 
the case, some 118 billion will be needed for the railroad. A port terminal cost- 
ing on the order of 32 billion will also be needed, All these undertakings will 
provide 3,650 new jobe. 


O1l ie naturally taken into consideration in this policy of processing plants. 

Five companies now have research permite in Senegal. Interesting signs have been 
discovered in Casamance but further north also. Moreover, every cloud has a silver 
lining and the higher price of ofl] hae made the heavy oj1 deposit discovered long 
ago off the coast of Casamance profitable. Technical probleme linked to its 
development are apparently being solved. 


Also in connection with oil, the African Refining Company is being expanded and 
its capacity will go from 900,000 to 1.2 million tons. This expansion will enable 
the company to process other types of oil than the [raqi, Algerian and Nigerian 
light crudes, 


American companies are also reportedly interested in setting up refineries in Sene- 
gal. The only point to be solved ie the reliability of supplies of crude. 


Cement is naturally included in the plans. Does Senegal not have the indispensable 
clays and limestone? Rather than build a new cement works, it was preferred to 
expand the SOCOCIM plant. SOCOCIM's annual production is nearly equivalent to 
needs: 375,000 to 400,000 tons. When there is a construction boom and because 

of the middlemen, there is tension on the market from time to time and more must 
therefore be produced. But a new plant would not be functional until 1985-1987. 

It would cose 18 billion CFA francs and would result in a 25=percnet increase in 
the base price of cement, while Leaving the problem of rehabilitation of SOCOCIM 
untouched, It was therefore preferred to rebuild and expand SOCOCIM at a cost 

of 13.8 billion CFA francs. By 1982, it will be able to produce 840,000 tons of 
clinker (a product halfway between clay, limestone and cement) anaually. Without 
increasing the cost price, the expansion of SOCOCIM will therefore make:it possible 
to meet needs and open up prospects for the establishment of cement works in 

the regions using clinker made by SOCOCIM. 


In the same branch of activities, one should not the establishment of the marble 
quarrying company in East Senegal. In 2 to 3 years, industrial-scale operations 
should be possible. After playing the poor cousin role for so long, East Senegal 

is now becoming the backbone of Senegalese industrial development. In some 6 months, 
the agreement concerning studies to determine profitability will be signed.

PAL CELEBRATES 23D ANNIVERSARY

(Text! (APS)--The African Independence Party (PAI) commemorated the 23d anniversary 
of its founding yesterday. 


The celebration took place at the Vox de Rufisque Cinema, decorated in red and black, 
the colors of the PAI, and displaying portraits of Marx, Lenin, Engels and Stalin 
and slogans preaching African unity and the unity of Senegalese "patriots."

The celebration, which was a time for remembering, was marked by the address de- 
livered by Mahjmout Diop, president of the PAI, on the political situation and on 
the problem of unity of Senegalese Marxists. 


What should above all be remembered about the address was the appeal launched on 
behalf of the Bok Sa Rew Front, even if the word was not pronounced. 


According to Diop, Africa is going through a difficult time in a difficult and 
divided world which puts the rich on one side and deprived people on the other. 


For the president of the PAL, one cannot remain on both sides and it is time to 
choose. 


Diop then called attention to what he called the profound crisis affecting Senegal, 
a crisis which, if one is not careful, could lead to ruin, as one can observe all 
around us, He questioned the orientations of 20 years of government by the Social- 
ist Party. 


Returning to his original idea, Diop recalled the different mergers of political 
parties which Senegal has had. For Diop, there is only one alternative for bring- 
ing Senegal out of the impasse: scientific socialism. 


The president of the PAI also denounced what he called the recovery of certain 
historic figures of Senegal by political parties, particularly of Al Boury Ndiaye 
by the underground PAI, of Lat Dior by the Socialist Party and of Lamine Senghor.

[Text] The Iraqi-Iranian war tends toward deflagration. The 
oil wells are ablaze in Abadan and in the other cities bordering 
on the theater of operations. A concerned West worries about 
the assurance of its supplies of crude. Actually, the anxiety 
generated by the explosion of violence in the Gulf does not 
concern only the West. When we realize that we depend on Iraq 
for 60 percent of our oil supplies, we can only ask ourselves 
about the negative effects the crisis can have on our supplies 
of crude. 


For Mr Ousmane Fall, general director of the African Refining Company (SAR), the 
case is not a pressing one. Senegal has stockpiled enough crude to last 30 days 
and enough finished products derived from petroleum to last an average of 40 days. 
According to Mr Fall, though we still cannot determine the outcome of the crisis, 
"we will not have any problems with supplies until the end of the year." The 
director of SAR says that "we should receive four shipments of crude of 50,000 
tons each.” 


However, of these four shipments, the one coming from Iraq will surely be missing 
because of the conflict. Moreover, Iraq has requested its cancellation due to the 
halting of its shipment of crude. The SAR general director specifies nevertheless 
that "we are searching for a replacement shipload" to compensate for the Iraqi 
crude. With the crisis, an option for African and North Sea oil has been exercised. 
Thus, two shipments will arrive from the North Sea. That oil is equivalent to 
"Algerian" oil from the point of view of transportation. It sells for $36.50 per 
barrel. If, despite the efforts deployed, the conflict gains ground, embraces 

the Gulf and seriously mortgages the supply of oil, Mr Fall points out that “we 
will really turn toward Nigeria, Algeria (Saharan crude) and the North Sea." 


Even if Iraq's oil is less expensive, he estimates that the cost price will be 
offset by the difference in freight. In fact, a shipment of crude coming from 
Iraq takes 1 month to reach our coasts while only 6 days are needed to bring the 
same load from Algeria to Senegal. 
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This year our country will consume 170,000 tons of finished products and 800,000 
tons of crude oil. Of this amount, 40,000 tons of finished products are sold to 
Mauritania and an equal amount to Mali, a continental country which supplies 

[tself mainly from Senegal and the Ivory Coast. Mauritania has a refinery, but 

it is not yet in operation. Our petroleum bill becomes all the more exorbitant 

(50 billions) when we buy light crude oil, more expensive than sulphurous petroleun, 
Mr Ousmane Fall states that "the SAR still does not have the necessary installa- 
tions to be able to treat sulphurous crude," which is less costly, 


Moreover, there is a project for expanding the refinery which would increase its 
capacity from 900,000 tons (nominal capacity) to 1.2 million tons. The project 
has not been carried out yet because of financial difficulties. Its cost runs 
up to 14 billion CFA francs, 


Despite the desperate calls for protecting the Strait of Hormuz through which the 
giant oll tankers pass, it is obvious that western countries are less threatened 
than those of the Third World. While the latter are banking approximately on a 
30-day stockpile, the countries of Europe and the United States had at the beginning 
of September some 120-days-worth of oil in storage, that is, some 430 to 500 million 
tons of oil. This amount equals roughly Saudi Arabia's annual output. 


Thus it can be said that the West has the time to see it coming and to adjust 
according to the needs. Before the Iraqi-Iranian war, the total surplus output 

of crude was 2 million barrels, that is 100 million tons. If the conflict lasts, 
there is a risk that oil supplies will be seriously disrupted, all the more so 
because the war is looking both like a border war and an economic war aimed above 
all at attacking the foundation upon which rests the prosperity of these countries 
of sulphurous sand: black gold.

PRESIDENTIAL DECREE ON REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEES 
LD262024 Mogadishu Domestic Service in Somali 1400 GMT 26 Oct 80 EA 


[Text] The president of the Somali Democratic Republic [SDR] today issued a decree 
providing for the establishment of revolutionary committees in all the regions and 
districts of the SDR. 


Having taken cognizance of articles 82 and 83 of the constitution; of SDR presiden- 
tial decree No 1 issued on 21 October 1980 declaring a state of emergency in the 
country; of the need for appropriate action to ensure that the aims of the state of 
emergency in the country are achieveéd; and of the need for the country's regions and 
districts to have revolutionary committees responsible for moblizing the Somali masses 
for urgent action to defend the nation and to make their contribution toward solving 
the country's refugee problem at a time when it already has other problems, together 
with the task of correcting the course of the 21 October 1969 revolution toward the 
realization of its aims and aspirations, the president, having closely consulted with 
the National Defense Committee, has issued the following decree: 


Article 1. Revolutionary committees have been formed in region and district through- 
out the country. 


Article 2. Each regional revolutionary committee comprises: regional party secretary, 
chairman; party first assistant secretary, member; party second assistant secretary, 
member; SDR armed forces regional commander, member; police regional commandant, 
member; National Security Service regional commandant, member; prisons regional com- 
mandant, member; vanguard regional commandant, member. 


Each district revolutionary committeee comprises: district party secretary, chair- 
man; party first assistant secretary, member; district people's assembly chairman, 
member; SDR armed forces district commander, member; police district commandant, 
member; National Security Service district commandant, member; prisons district com 
mandant, member; vanguard district commandant, member. 


Article 3. Every revolutionary committee is entitled to form subcommittees with 
special responsibilities, such as the discharge of the obligations defined under 
article 6 of this decree. Such subcommittees will be appointed by the revolution- 
ary committee of the region of the district revolutionary committee. The subcom- 
mittees will be chaired by members of the regional or district revolutionary com- 
mittees; their members will be experts in the field of the duties assigned to the 
subcommittees. 
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Article 4, Each district revolutionary committee will be represented at village 
level by a three-man committee chaired by a party organizing secretary of the village. 


Article 5. Meetings of the regional and district revolutionary committees are valid 
only when attended by a quorum of two thirds. Valid decisions are carried by a one- 
vote majority. 


Article 6. The regional and district revolutionary committees will discharge the 
following obligations: mobilizing the masses in the defense of the nation, taking any 
action considered appropriate within the context of the general policy and aims of the 
state of emergency; assisting and making tangible contributions toward helping re- 
fugees in their respective region or district, and helping state and international 
agencies looking after refugees solve problems arising from the refugees participa- 
ting in the eradication of tribalism and regionalism; acting to eradicate mismanage- 
ment, favoritism, nepotism, corrupt handling of public property, inequality, in- 
justice, and neglect or failure to carry out the directives, instructions and deci- 
sions of the state agencies; participating in the eradication of rumor-mongering and 
the propagation of false reports; participating in inspection rounds with a view to 
increasing production and work performance and ensuring the maintenance of public 
property; and, making every possible effort to promote a climate of love, together- 
ness, unity, cooperation and patriotic consciousness among the masses. 


Article 7. The chairman of the regional or district revolutionary committee is the 
representative of the SDR president and is, together with the other members of his 
committee, fully empowered to take action to bring to realization the aims of the 
state of emergency as laid down in decree No 1 issued by the president of the SDR 
on 21 October 1980 in terms of the duties laid down in clause 6 of the said decree. 
The committee is empowered to institute temporary measures to restrict movement 

and assembly so as to protect peace and general security or the political policies 
of the government, and to detain or place under house arrest for a period not to 
exceed 90 days anyone suspected of engaging in such actions as have brought about 
the need for the declaration of a state of emergency. The powers of public officials 
and armed forces officers have thereby been increased over and above their normal 
powers. The execution of the directives laid down in the first number [as heard) of 
this article is assigned to the security forces. 


Article 8. Amyone detained under article 7 of this decree who has not contravened 
chapter 1, empowering detention, of the SDR law enacted on 10 January 1970 or any 
other section of the said law will be brought before a court of law competent to 
hear such cases or before the regional or district committee, consideration having 
been given to establish which law was contravened. The regional or district revolu- 
tionary committee is responsible for determining whether or not the accused has 
contravened the detention law, that is to say, chapter 1 of the SDR law enacted on 
10 January 1970. The committee's decision can be endorsed and ratified by the presi- 
dent of the SDR. 


Article 9. Anyone contravening the directives of the regional or district revolution- 
ary committee shall, under article 9 of this decree, be liable to a year's imprison- 
ment or a fine of 10,000 shillings, unless such sentence is deemed to encourage even 
graver crimes. 
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Article 10. The district revolutionary committees will constantly report on their 
planning, performance and progress to their respective regional revolutionary com- 
mittee with copies to the SDR president, the chairman of the Somali Revolutionary 
Socialist Party [SRSP) Central Committee's general organization and mobilization 
bureau, and the Ministry of Local Government and Rural Development. 


Article 12. Regional and district revolutionary committee chairmen will be in di- 
rect communication with the SDR president on all matters affecting action to bring 
the aime of the state of emergency to realization. On routine matters they will 
communicate with relevant agencies and departments. 


Article 13. This decree is effective as of 23 October 1980, and will be published 
in the SDR official gazette.

GOVERNMENT SALARIES INCREASED--Last night the secretary general of the Somali Revolu- 
tionary Socialist Party [SRSP] and president of the Somali Democratic Republic (SDR), 
Challe Mohamed Siad Barre, issued an act of law under which permanent government em- 
ployees will receive salary increases with effect from January 1981. The presiden- 
tial act follows presidential decree No 1 and states that, after taking into con- 
sideration the financial hardship being experienced by permanent government employees 
resulting from worldwide inflation which has been affecting the living standard of 
these employees, realizing the need to take steps to improve the financial status of 
permanent government employees, and taking into account the urgency, nature and 
delicacy of this issue, the government has been prompted to invoke the power bestowed 
on it under article 69 of the constitution and issue an act of law. The second 
clause of this act states that the increases under this law are not subject to de- 
ductions of development levy.

WOMEN'S RIGHTS--Women represented half the world population and a third of 
the official labour force, yet only received a tenth of world earnings 
because of sexual discrimination, the Prime Minister's wife, Mrs Sally 
Mugabe, told the Zimbabwe's Women's Conference in Salisbury yesterday. 
Reporting on the success of the United Nations Decade for Women Conference 
which she attended in Copenhagen last month, Mrs Mugabe told about 300 women 
that men should become involved in programmes designed to change their 
attitudes towards women.

"New approaches 
should be taken to increase women's status and technology should be 
developed to reduce the work-load on women, especially around the home."

FOREIGN JOURNALISTS ACCREDITATION REQUIRED--The spokesman for the Ministry of Infor- 
mation has announced that all foreign journalists operating in Zimbabwe will be re- 
quired to obtain accreditation as from next week.
